MIGHT LEARN FROM TH E SWISS. 
A friend who represents one of the 
large A m erican farm im plem ent houses 
in Europe, w ith headquarters at Zu­ 
rich. Sw itzerland, am i who naturally 
takes a keen interest in the m ost im­ 
proved ag ricultural m ethods, cites an 
interesting fact 
show ing 
the value 
which the Sw iss farm er places on the 
hom em ade fertilizers, which are hau 
died w ith such w anton w aste in A m er­ 
ica. 
O ur friend asserts th at som e of 
these farm ers take such precaution in 
the handling of m anure th at they will 
not haul it on windy days for fear 
th at a portion of the nitrogen laden 
fum es which are generated by decom ­ 
position and chem ical reaction may 
be carried aw ay and not absorbed by 
the soil, as would be the case were 
no a ir moving. 
T he average A m eri­ 
can. who m akes sm all account of al­ 
lowing barnyard fertilizers to leach in 
the 
w eather 
aud 
lose 
half 
their 
stren g th , will view this Sw iss precau­ 
tion as well nigh ludicrous, yet this 
exam ple of care and th rift is one he 
m ight well begin to em ulate. 


A BIG SINNER. 
A m atter which every tiller of the 
soil ought to take stock of at the close 
of the present season is w hether the 
crops which he has raised this year 
have been above or below the average 
yield for each product for his own 
state and the whole country. 
If his 
potatoes have yielded but eighty b ush­ 
els per acre, his w heat thirteen, his 
com 
twenty-five, 
his oats 
eighteen 
bushels and his cotton but half a bale 
per acre, he has reason to assum e, as 
it were, sackcloth and ashes, which 
em blem s he should continue w earing 
until he has looked into the causes of 
his agricultural sin and failure and 
bas firmly decided to repent and do 
better. 
If his record in crop produc­ 
tion has been on the above lines, he 
has not only cheated him self, robbed 
the soil and set a bad exam ple to his 
neighbors, but also quite essentially 
been a traito r to his country.

Cold facts would seem to suggest 
th a t there is ordinarily enough hazard­ 
ed in the expenditures connected w ith 
d raw in g a claim and developing it, If 
w orth developing, w ithout assum ing 
the additional Incubus of getting one­ 
self balled up with a cheap skate sooth­ 
sayer. 


CROSS FERTILIZATION. 
More than one gardener bas unw it­ 
tingly set out a bed of im perfect or 
pistillate straw berry plants and been 
surprised a t picking tim e th at there 
w as nothing but leaves. The blossoms, 
lacking the fertilizing pollen of the 
stam ens, set no fruit. 
W hile not so 
pronounced, a som ew hat sim ilar condi­ 
tion seem s to prevail in the case of 
varieties of pome fruits, which are so 
called shy bearers, illustrated in the 
case of the Cornice pear and Spitzen- 
burg apple. 
It has been found th a t if 
theso varieties are set in solid blocks 
the blossom s are sparsely fertilized, 
while if o ther freer blossom ed are al­ 
ternated w ith them in row s the am ount 
of fru it set Is largely increased. 
A 
Rogue river valley ranch ow ner had 
an experience some years ago which 
nicely illustrates this point. 
In his 
orchard of Cornice pear trees planted 
about tw enty years ago there were 
scattered a num ber of seedling pears 
which blossomed freely, but whose 
fruit was practically w orthless. 
H av­ 
ing this in mind and not realizing the 
value of the seedling trees as pollen- 
lzers. he had them carefully top g ra ft­ 
ed 
T he next season he got little fruit, 
and from this on his pear trees were 
an unprofitable proposition, and 
he 
could not see why. A fter several years 
the fact above re fe rm i to was brought 
to his attention, and B arlett scions 
were topgrnfted into a num ber of the 
Cornice trees. 
From th at tim e on 
the ranch has been a heavy yielder, 
netting its ow ner for several years 
past as high as $1,000 per acre. 
In 
the sam e way Spltzenburg orchards 
have been m ade b etter money m akers 
by planting Jo n ath an s or O rtleys as 
pollenizers. 
In setting new orchards 
or buying those already set a t a long 
price It is well to keep these facts of 
plant life in mind.

MORSE LOSES IN 
SUPREME COURT 


Financier Is Refused Writ of 
Certiorari 


FIFTEEN YEARS HIS SENTENCE 


His Only Hope to Keep Out of Jail 
Rests With United States Circuit 
Court on a Motion For a New Trial. 


Washington, Dec. 7. — The United 
States supreme court denied the pet! 
tlon 
of 
attorneys 
for Charles 
W. 
Morse, the New York financier, for a 
writ of certiorari to bring Morse’s case 
from the United States circuit court 
in New York to the supreme court. 
The action of the 
supreme court 
means that unless Morse's attorneys 
can get this appeal before that tri­ 
bunal in some other form. the sentence 
of fifteen years’ imprisonment impos­ 
ed by the United States ditrict court 
which the circuit court has affirmed, 
will stand. 
Morse’s only hope now rests in hi* 
appeal for a new trial In the United 
States circuit court on a motion made 
three weeks ago charging misconduct 
by the Jurors who heard his case. 
The consensus of opinion in federal 
court circles here appears to be that 
the motion for a new trial will be de 
nled. 
The 
government’s 
contt-ution 
will be that the circuit court has no 
Jurisdiction In the m atter now that 
the supreme court at Washington has 
refused to review the case 
Henry L. 
Stimson, who, as special assistant to 
the United States attorney general, 
has been 
retained to prosecute the 
Morse and sugar 
cases, would say 
nothing except that the matter was 
now in the hands of Marshal Henkel. 
It was said authoritatively on his be­ 
half, however, that in case the circuit 
court denies the motion for a new 
trial and an appeal from the refusal 
Is taken to the circuit court of appeals 
the government will at once ask the 
higher tribunal to vacate altogether 
the stay which has been granted and 
urge the immediate removal of Morse 
to Atlanta. Neither the original motion 
nor an appeal from Its denial would In 
themselves operate as a stay of the ex­ 
ecution of sentence. 
Charlo* W. Morse was convicted of 
misapplying the funds of the National 
Bank of North America, of which he 
was formerly vice president, on Not. 
6. 1908. after a trial lasting 
three 
weeks. He was locked up In the Tombs 
until last July, when Mrs. Morse suc­ 
ceeded in getting ball for him to the 
amount 
of 
$125,900. 
furnished 
by 
twenty of the banker’s friends and bu­ 
siness associates. The United States 
cirvuit court of appeals affirmed the 
lower court’s verdict of conviction on 
(Vt. ll of this year, and application 
was at once made to the supreme 
court at Washington for a writ of cer­ 
tiorari. which was refused.

on the account in the 
brokerage office 
and 
converted the 
proceeds of the draft to his own use. 
The company 
Is accused of making 
false reports 
to the departm ent for 
the last ten years and of lending Its 
money. In violation of law, to Presi­ 
dent Sheldon and Secretary Charles 
F. Roster. 
Superintendent W. H. Hotchkiss, of 
the insurance departm ent, has called 
D istrict Attorney Jerom e's attention 
to the case. The directors chose as 
president in place of Mr. Sheldon. R. 
W. T. Gray, who has been auditor of 
the Continental Insurance company. 
Some Securities Missing. 
Superintendent Hotchkiss says that 
no evidence has been discovered that 
the securities of the Phenix are not 
now intact, although some of them 
were not in the com pany's vaults when 
the exam ination began in October, and 
no evidence has been found that the 
assets have been so depleted that the 
public which holds its policies need 
be much concerned. W hether or not 
the capital is im paired has not yet 
been determ ined. 
The stock is $50 
par 
The last quotation was $250 bld 
and $270 asked. 
Loans to Officials. 
The directors who perm itted 
Mr. 
Sheldon to run the company ar© held 
by the departm ent to be equally re­ 
sponsible to the public. 
The present 
directors are: George Ingraham , vice 
president; Charles F. Roster, secre­ 
tary. who is accused of borrowing 
money from the company; John Cart- 
ledge. R C. Converse, B. J. GreenhuL 
George H. Hard. Frank J. Logan and 
William J. Logan. It also appears that 
the company used to lend money to 
Insurance 
official*.. 
Superintendent 
Jim Pierce borrowed $39,500, some of 
which was not repaid until after his 
death; r*hlef Exam iner Isaac Vander- 
pool borrowed $100,000; 
Deputy Su­ 
perintendent Robert H. H nnter. $60,- 
000. and Third Deputy Superintendent 
William H. Buckley. $61,000. The loan 
to H unter still shows $18,000 loss.

GOOD DRAFT HORSES. 


OETTING THC CHA DK KEADY r«)R STONE- 
[From Good R oads M agazine, N ew York ] 
same principle can be adopted in the 
simple tunipiktng of a road as that 
which will have to be employed in the 
most expensive construction that we 
are called upon to build today. 
The first principle to follow iii every 
case is to property drain the section of 
road to Lie improved, after which you 
then take up the question of sub-grade. 
or foundation 
u| h>ii which to build 
your road. I have found the best ma­ 
terial with which to construct a sub­ 
grade is sand or gravel. Disintegrated 
rock, with an adm ixture of light loam, 
makes a capital sub-grade. 
[ Sprinkling the sand before rolling. 
Using a light roller before u-ing the 
steam roller or tightening the roller 
by relieving the boiler of one half its 
w ater capacity is a great assistance in 
firming the road, as the sand will not 
then creep before the roller, thus tuak 
iug the sub-grade firm. A little sub­ 
soil placed on top ot the sand is a 
very good practice. 
This will prevent 
the material from being pushed ahead 
of the roller, aud it will make a good 
sustainm ent for the stoue or gravel, i 
lf something is uot done to make a 
sandy foundation firm it will shift. 
Slighting the sub-grade is sometimes 
practiced by contractors, with the result 
that they do not gaiu anything, for the 
contractor tins to pay in the end an in­ 
c re a s e expense owing to the fact that 
there will lie a greater shrinkage in the 
stone. 
The wisest contractor is the man who 
will spend more time with his 15 cents 
an hour help in forming the sub-grade 
and thereby require less stoue or grav­ 
el and other incidental ex c u se s. This 
Is often the reason why the tonnage j 
of stoue per mile has been largely ex- j 
reeded over the original estim ate of 
the contractor.

The 
mares must be draft bred animals, 
and they should not weigh less than 
1.400 pounds. and I.OOO pounds would 
be more suitable in the production of 
the heavy class of drafters 
The sire 
should be* the I lest stallion obtainable.? 
as one* cannot use a scrub sire and 
raise good horses of any breed. 
W eaned at five months old. the cost 
the first year should uot exceed $40, 
Including $20 for stallion fee. 
Around 
$50 [K*r year for pasture, hay and grain 
should bring the foal out at three years 
old weighing 1.550 pounds at a cost 
approxim ating $100 
lf the youngster 
Is the progeny of a good sire and dam 
it ought to be worth $175 and upward, 
leaving the farm er a net profit of $75 
on the production of the animal. Steers 
at three years old cannot be produced 
that will show the net profit of a 
throe-year-old draft youngster. 
If val­ 
ues fall below’ these figures they will 
correspondingly decrease on the other 
breeds of live stock and still leave the 
farm er the larger margin of profit in 
raising good draft classes as contrast­ 
ed with other branches of animal hus­ 
bandry 
There is no danger of overproduc­ 
tion of good draft horses, as the for 
eign demand is of more than ample 
volume to take all the surplus that 
farm ers can produce at rem unerative 
prices. 
It is an ideal time to raise 
good draft horses, as future demand 
is ready to take the surplus at fair 
prices

HERE are two general types of 
swine—bacon and fat. 
Tho 
principal fat bog breeds are 
Foland-C hlna, Duroc-Jeraey, 
Berkshire and Chester White. 
These 
breeds are especially adapted to the I 
corn belt. Here corn Is the principal 
feed, and the fat bog tits In naturally. 
The principal bacon breeds are Tam­ 
w orth and Yorkshire. The Hampshire 
is Intermediate between the two types. 
The bacon hogs are better suited to 
those localities where corn is wot grown 
to any extent. 
Skimmilk, peas and 
pasture are among tbe principal crops 
used In raising bacon bogs. 
Whichever type Is selected, an en­ 
deavor should be made to get tbe best 
possible Individuals of that type. Not 
only that. but if you wish to succeed 
in the hog business yon must pick out 
a certain breed and stick to It. Tbe 
general practice of buying a boar of a 
different breed every year or so la 
bound to result In a lot of mongrels.

Fat Hog Typo. 
The fat hog should be low set. wide 
and long. 
The ribs should be well 
sprung to give width to the back and 
loin and should extend well down the 
sides. 
The head should be short aud 
wide, with a short, thick neck. 
The 
shoulders should be well laid in at 
the top. and there should be no de­ 
pression back of them. 
A lack of 
heart girth is a fault often found in j 
otherw ise good hogs. The sides should 
bt" deep and free from wrinkles. Both 
fore and bind flank should be well 
filled. 
The hind quarters should be 
fairly long from the hips back and the 
hams well till«*d down to the hocks. 
Viewed from the side, tbe back should 
be .slightly arched. 
Swaybacks are 
very bad. esf»ecially in brood sows. 
Tbe underline should lie level. Viewed 
from behind, the hind quarters should 
be wide and full and the width of 
boily even from one end to the other. 
Some hogs have good width In front, 
but narrow off badly behind. 
The 
legs shim id be strong, and the hog 
should stand up well on his toes. Any 
weakness of the pasterns should cause 
a hog to be discrim inated against for 
breeding purposes. 
Constitution, as 
shown by deep, wide chest and gen­ 
eral vigor. Is very im portant. 
Quality 
of hair. skin. limbs and head should 
also be looked for. If those who are in 
the business of raising hogs for the 
m arket would take note of these easy 
means of identifying tbe profitable ani­ 
mal much disappointm ent would be 
avoided. 
It m atters not 
w hat the 
breed. It Is necessary to apply this dis­ 
crim inating process In each individual 
case. 
In some cases breeders have gone to 
extrem es in producing show animals 
and have bred hogs th a t are compact, 
chubby and good to look at. but al­ 
most worthless for breeding purposes. 
T he breeding sow to be profitable 
m ust be of good sire. rather loosely 
built and with a roomy middle piece. 
The boar should be rigorous and ac­ 
tive. 
A boar of this kind that is a 
little rangy is to be preferred to one 
o f the chubby type that is sluggish 
and slow on his feet. 
While compact­ 
ness and fine points are desirable, the 
farm er cannot afford to obtain them 
a t the expense of profitable sized lit­ 
ters. 
In the bacon type length and depth 
are sought for especially, without so 
much regard to width. 
Larger legs 
and a longer and sharper face are al­ 
lowable. and the hams are deep rather 
than full and wide. One of the great­ 
est essentials of a bacon hog Is qual­ 
ity. The bone must be clean aud not 
coarse, the shoulders exceedingly com­ 
pact and the hide smooth and pliable. 
Handling Breeding Stock. 
In selecting breeding stock, besides 
paying attention to the character of 
tbe individuals, their ancestors should 
also be considered. It is very impor­ 
tant that they come from prolific 
strains, since much of the profit or lost 
in the hog business depends on the 
sire of the litters. 
In case yon are 
breeding hogs for sale as breeders It is 
necessary to select animals of strains 
that are in demand. 
It is a general practice to breed 
sows in the fall, when they are abont 
eight months old. Then as soon as the 
pigs are weaned the sows Are fattened 
and sold.
